Both 
adclrresHes were interesting. The l<)l- 
lowlng Is Prof. Nearing'sevening ail- 
dresa. In full, on Child Labor. 


I apologize for coming 
into n 


•church, whose founder said, "Suiter 
the little children to come unto me 
nod forbid them not, for of sucli is ihe 
Kingdom of Heaven. And whosoe ei 
•hull offend one of these little ones 
which believe In me, It were bet- 
ter for him that a mill stone w<>re 
bunged about bis neck, aud that he 
were drowned in the depths of Ilic 
«ea." 


In tnlkinjr about Child Labor I «m 


always unnamed when V go to t ilk 
About it lu Pennsylvania or any other 
state. I am ashamed to look you in 
the face and tell you things ttuit \ou 
ought to know. If you could think 
yourself back Into the time when 
black slavery was universal, 
wl mi 


the Bible was brought forth as ibe 
justification of enslaving liluck me i'a 
souls, and Imagine the struggle tliut 
came up when the forces on one mile 
Itrslsted on slavery and Inn forces on 
tbe other side were agaiust it. There 
was content, controversy, blltermts, 
struggle, bloodshed, and at last fiee- 
dom. We look back all of u s a n d b i j , 
"I 
wonder how it was 
rWsHilile 


for people to justify tbe ownership 
and sale of men's bodies and soul " 
Don't yju know that onr descendants 
will say fifty years from now, '[ 
wonder how It 
was possible foi a 


group of men and women, rich, pras- 
porouH well-to-do and happy, to work 
little children." 


Yet, since the duty devolves uj'on

we all believe that the thing we v, m! 
lu our country, state, oily, govern- 
ment, town, wherever we are, I I ike 
it that the thnig we want is lifln, 
opportunity to live and opportnmU 
for our children and grandchild CM 
to live, and I take it that the beiioi 
means we hive to live and to be h ip- 
py, the licllei we are off. I take it 
fur granted that we all believe 1'iat 
and trial we are all confident tbat t h i b

linerty and pursuit of happiness to 
nil of IU cltlxenM. That is the pur{ o^ 
of our government. It was its declared 
purpose in the tieglnnlng and tbegt'n- 
erally accepted purpose today.

clple of child labor. What do we m mi 
by child labor of today? The

Practically, child labor sbo iM 


mean the work of any child un KM 
circumstances Which will be barn fnl 
to the oblld'B physical or intellectunl 
health or morals. Tbat ought to he 
child labor. Work for wages that \ ill 
Injuie the child and work tbat uill 
hinder 
his 
mental 
development 


should be ruthlessly abolished 10- 
gsrdleas of any Interests that stnml 
in the way. 
Let us suppose that child labor N 


work tbat is Injurious to childhood 
Now as you know, children are w< rk- 
Ing, some million and tnree-quarins 
of them in the United States, 
uif 


hundred thousand in Pennsylvania 
nnd they work at all kinds of o< >u- 
pations. For example, some time 1^0 
I was up In Bcrantou and tbroneh 
the silk mills. Tbe; work childreri 
two sblfts one In the day time in- 
other shift at night. By work 111; 
two shifts you don't have to ha\< >>o 
much floor and land space. You get 
your money for three per cent, one 
manufacturer says. I met one li tie 
girl 
coming 
on tbe night 
shift 


standing out in tbe 
cold, &nou> 
spring weather, waiting for the Hay 
shift to come off. I asked how 
ild 
she was. She answered, "Ihiiteei,.' 
"How long have you been worklnj." 
"Three and one-half jears." •'Rn* 
old were you when you started?" And 
she said, "Thirteen." The law when 
slie started required her to l« tblrl. on 
and she had spent three and onc-1 ill 
years since then aud was still tlilrt en 
years old. Bather a long time foi 
n 


child, rather a long time for any o le. 


I was also talking to I've boys on 


tbe nigbl shift. Got some uean it- 
and. limbered their tongues. The> 
have to be sixteen to work on

night shift. 
I found there were tv. o 


boys there who were hrothcis. Tl ei 
w«re both sixteen years old and tu-;, 
were not twins. Down In West N ii- 
ginia when tbe Moga dlstmter

cured, aiuong the charred, blackenvii 
bodies that wore taken out was tile IK dy 
of a child of eleven yeura neit icr 
blackened or scarred. His face v, us 
perfectly untouohed and he had died 
with n smile on his face. It is extra- 
ordinary that we have to have an id 
af God to bring a smile to the 
Jlj> of 


a child. Was man or God to Mume 
In that case? Tbat In net the only I c>.\ 
tbat Is working In the coal mines. If 
you use anthracite coal, every pi YC 
of that coal U picked over by liitle 
children as It runs through the break- 
en at their feet. As It runs through 
the breakers they pick out the ) IK 
pieces. They have to stand in the 
dusty breakers and some tlmei tl cv 
bave to use lamps on their caps. 1\ by 
it is so dusty in there breakers that 
if you just go through, when \ou 
come out you will spit ooal di it, 
Little boys stay In there eight hoi.IN 
Mr. Lovejoy on questioning a group 
of boys said tbat every one admit ed 
lie was undor sixteen, except one lit lie 
Scotch fellow and it was proved b> 
tlis blrtb record that he was under 
eleven. 


Little children make tbe ribbons 


tbat you wear. Up In that-ieglon 'he 
boys work in the Breakers and ihe 
girls work In tbe silk mills. 
]!<>vx 


belp to make bottles tbat we use in 
our kitchens, In our store rooms, etc 
The glasi Industry requires boys they 
say. Boys work around the Mow r; 
when he blows a bottle they ti ko 
and carry U over to ap annealing 
oven. If it cools rapidly it breaks; 
If U cools slowly It conies out i et- 
fect. These boys run back and fo th 
all day long and night long. 


When Col. Roosevelt sent his rej'rr-

to Investigate child labor In certain 
Industries, special advance advertising 
was made or the fact. Nothing could 
have been better for tbe manufact ir- 
,er. 
Oneofjthe members of a fl-in 


made an appointment aad took her

came back charmed 
and deligh ed 


that they had no child labor. At 
nine o'clock tbal night, 
after no 


.previous warning, I took her nut 
-and after some parley, we were al- 
lowed to go through, and there w >re 
these boy* carrying these bottles bi ek 
and forth from the blower* to the 
annealing ovens. Most of them, if- 
ter workfni all night, bad to walk 
three mile* to their homes, and h >re 
they w»r« 
with 
their undershirts 


out ont, a pair of pants, shoes, DO 
stockings, running back and forth 
itttween ths blowns and the an- 
nealing oven*. Being tbat all nig it 
They wen Uttto fellows. 


On« glass manufacturer gays that 


they must utllttlt, then they can 
uandl. tajimelwt, Pwbtps, some of 


, , , j l h m g l n Bristol have seen it, 
and kno« bow litttle they are. Per- 
haps you know some of tbe child la- 
borers These incidents mean nothing 
and they don't get us anywhere. 
I 


am telling y°u 8ome of tnem 8n tuat 
von cnn see. 


One of the Indian chiefs, who re- 


eenlli visited New York, after seeing 
oil tlie skyscrapers, great business dls- 
tiicts 
the parks, art galleries and so 


on. was asked what Impressed him 
nitist, nnd he replied, "Little cbildien 
working." Among the barbarian?, 
among tlie un-Uuristian baibariaus, 
Hie blood-thirsty red me a, 
children 


iiluyed 1" Now York, in a Christian 
cln, the metropolis of America, the 
American children worked and the 
chief wondered at that more than all 
our art and culture and our great 
buildings. 


Now, child Labor is labor of child- 


ren, who are undeveloped, and remem- 
ber cbildien of fourteen and fifteen are 
growing. 
If you measure or weigh 


their todies, or measure their mental 
capacity, they aregrowirig. Child la- 
hor at that age is detrimental to the 
child, to our society, to our indus- 
tries, detrimental to all three. Let us 
draw u distinction. Call j'ourattention 
to this fuel 
If Willie's uncle, who rune 


a hunk or a grocery store or a feed 
mill, nill say to Willie's mother, 
"Let him come in with me, let me 
tench turn (lie business. There is no 
hi'tttr sthool in which he could study 
limn In that bunk or that store or 
that mill 
All of the go-called self- 


iiiade-men stalled in in Ihat way 
nhere some kindly person helped 
them along." Won't let Willie go. 
lio.\i who sturt like that come in and 
ring u(i on u time clock or- on a time 
sheet mid are started in same monot- 
onous tank and do It some thousands 
of limes a day. For Instance, one 
boy puts nuts on holte, ten thousand 
nuts 11 night for a dollar. Ten thous- 
and limes a night, sevent> thousand 
times a 
viovk, thirty-flve hundred 


thousand times a year, he did that 
same thing for six dollars u week. 


If child laboi were educated, if the 


child learned anything, if there was 
Mmiebody to teach them and bring 
Hum up through Ihe business, condi- 
tions would be different, but the Ja- 
biii in Ihe modern factory and mill is 
n painfully monotonous, soul-wealing 
job, \\hlih leads nowhere because it 
does not train the child for anything, 
it is that kind that trains for nothing 
— monotonous, mind-destroying fac- 
tory and stoio and mine labor. I say 
it iiurts tlie children. Their minds 
are plastic, they are being shaped, 
their minds ami their bodies and 
their characters too, and when you 
put a child to work doing tbe same 
tiling in 'he same way, you make him 
cureless, jou harden him to work, he 
loses interest, lie becomes worthless to 
himself, he doesn't develop, he de- 
<ays, he loses out on his job. 
The 


reason we have schools for our child- 
ren, ihu reason we push them along 
through school is ao tbat they may de- 
velop 
Child labor sets a blind alley 


In the great majority of jobs which 
he takes. That has been Investigated 
in the mill, in tne mine, In tbe store. 
There are hundreds of thousands of 
ihildicn at nork, and if you invest! 
gate in order to Bud out what tbey do 
you tlnd they don't get ahead, they 
don't learn, it is not educative. 


The children's bodies are not devel- 


oped, their minds are stunted and 
then characters ate held back, be 
cause the child, Independent of its 
piuentb, comes Tn contact with all 
kinds of men and 
women. He Is 


thrown out in a world of adults, the 
places and employment inauued large 
ly b> adults, in some cases largely by 
women and children. He is thown 
out into this world ; be Is not develop- 
ed or educated. Our 
psychologists 


Imve come lo tlie conclusion that the 
must \ital factor In the lives of peo- 
ple in play. We adults think of piny 
1'ither tolerantly, and yet when little 
Anna plays with her doll she Is l i v - 
ing more intensely andconscieutious- 
1} than we are when we play with 
our pen or our books or our typewrit 
em. She plays with her dolls better 
than some of us I've with our fami- 
lies 
The play to tbe child Is perhaps 


more serious than our adult lire is to 
us. The child who is taken away 
from play and put to work, is taken 
away from the most vital Influence 
with nhiob it may come in contact. 
The child wants to play with herdoils 
und then wants to play tag. The boy 
may want to play kick the wloketaud 
then n, a fen minutes be wants to 
play baseball. He wants to grow and 
c^elop us he pleases, and it is some- 
thing that every child needs for 
growth. I know a woman ot thirty 
nve, who said she was a girl when 
she was a baby and a woman when 
she uas twelve. The regret of her life 
• as that she was brought up by 
spinster aunts, and had grnwn up be- 
foie sbe had come to her adolescent 
period. It will mar her whole ca. 


We play to live. Play is child life. 


Long youth means long life. Long 
plaj time means long adulthood. Do 
you realize tbat the mosquito is born, 
develops aud dies in a day. 
The hu- 


man child develops thlrty-flv \ years 
before it conies to its niaturltj 
That 


is wby tbe human animal la JapabU 
of juch great things. The whole hu- 
man structure is one of tbe most 
complex. It Is a result of a long ser- 
ies of growth. Thirty-flve or thirty- 
sl<c years It takes for the odiuary hu- 
man being to come to inatuiity, and 
those adolescent years from twelve to 
liftcen or sixteen are the most vital 
jears In the child's life. They open up 
into broader hoiizon or narrow into 
smaller margins of usefulness. That 
is the thing that we deny, tbat we 
take away, a thing even God cannot 
replace—play time and childhood—once 
gone and It is gone forever. Tbat 
child is less than be would have been 
if he bad had an opportunity for play 
For the children's sake we cannot 
afford to take away their playtime. 
We have got to give them plsytime 
and clothes in which to piny, and 
food to enable them to play, and they 
bave got to have playtime. 


Child labor affects oujr society. The 


child is out of the home. Tbe girl 
starts to work at fourteen. Sbe marries 
al twenty-two. She baa never learued 
to keep a borne; she has never learn- 
ed tho arts of bomemaklng ; she does- 
n't know how to oooU. Hhe gives her 
lunhand uncooked potatoes, and un- 
linked pie-crust,and be goes out to tbe 
saloon because he has an empty feel- 
Ing inside. Badly cooked food is as 
pregnant a source of dissipation as we 
Imve to deal with. 
Tbe mau unable 


to get his stomach fllled at home 
goes to the hotel for a drink and free 
lunch. You csn't blame him. You 
can't liluoic tbe girl, because sbe nev- 
er bad a chance to learn. You say tbe 
only remedy Is to put her In a school 
that teaches her the vital things, and 
keep her there until she learns them 


The home Is the foundation of so- 


ciety. We can't have homes, we 
can't 
have 
developed womanhood 


when little girls stand up in the mills 
all day. You know what It means to 
stand. If I should ask you to take 
your little girl and stand her in the 
corner foi five hours, you wouldn't do 
It. In 1908 the last official investiga- 
tion Hint we had, they found a little 
girl, who was twelve years did Walk- 
ing one and one-half miles from her 
home at six o'clock at night, who 
stood up all night going back and 
'orth and stopping' at six in the 
morning for a dollar and .eighty cents 
a week. It seems rather a low price 
to pay for the ruined health of a girl. 


The woman's physical development 


is hindered by standing long hours in 
the adolescent^period, standing for 
long hours on their feet, aud your sis- 
ter and jom daughter and your grand- 
daughter would not do, because you 
know that it Is unhygenic, you know 
that it breaks down her physical de- 
velopment. Our little ditto are doing 
it In Bristol and in othe.- stales, where 
textle mills employ child labor. We 
are not going to get • robust race that 
way. 
Society can't afford to break 


down home life and throw them out 


„„ , W«W at that age. It can't 
afford to bring up ruothera who don't 
know how to bring-up their own 


back oY\r,emSe g 
' h" 


The most astounding thing is the 


testimony of employers that children 
2nd" sl»teen years of age do not pay. 
intelligent employers, who have tried 
it out, who have replaced childien 
with more highly paid -help, even in 
the southern cotton mills and that is 
tne last place you'would think the$, 
would wake up to tho fact outside of 
lennsylvunia, "en there they are 
waking up to the fact. In Massachu- 
setts, the employers said tbey could 
S,K-iai ,','' toe»'Pioy those children. 
Child labor is cheap labor. They are 
careless, they break things and waste 
things. Jane Adams com men Is oo a 
child of five spinning sheeting for the 
Chinese army. The Chinese are so 
cheap that we cannot have them in 
here as laborers. It is not for nothing 
that she comments on that. When 
you get a cheap child you gelu cheap 
"rocluct. We cannot afford it for the 
child, noi for our society, nor for our 
homes, nor for our industries. It is 
too expensive. It breaks down the 
child; It dest.io.ys our 
homes. We 


would have more efficient industries 
,lf we would stop employing children 
under sixteen. Employers are coming 
lo thi ik the employment of children 
under sixteen does not pay. Let tbem 
learn something. 


Now, I know that there are thous- 


ands of homes which demand the 
work of children the moment the leg- 
al limit is passed. The re are thousands 
of men working for wages so Ion that 
they cannot afford to support their 
families. That is going on in Penn- 
sylvania at the present time. Their 
yearly wage is a little over rive hund- 
red dollars. In some of the textile 
mills it is even a little less than rive 
hundred dollars a year. 
You are not 


paying your men enough to enable 
tbem to raise their families in de- 
cency. 


I shall never forget the rebuke I got 


when working with the child labor 
committee. I said to one of tlie lead- 
eis, "Vou are interested in tbe child- 
ren, aren't you?" He said, "My God, 
they are our children." It hud never 
occurred to me before in just that 
way. 
Did he wanj to send liis child- 


ren into the wills? Do you see tbem 
sending their children into tbe mills 
to physical and mental nnd moral 
damnation? The men that send their 
children to the mills, who are greedy, 
who will giind up their children's 
welfare for money, the vast majority 
of parents, are sending their children 
to tlie mills because they cannot 
afford to keep them out. 
It is one of 


the best things possible for tlie boys 
and girls of the employers. These 
childien go to college. It depends on 
whose ox is gored. You see it doeen't 
pay- 
Over in Paris they have n system 


of feeding 
school children. "When 


children come to school hungry they 
give them a meal for one cent or two 
cents, and if they cannot pay they are 
given it by the school. But, your 
philanthropists say, you will pauper- 
ize th<we families. The schools say 
those children must be saved, the 
children must be fed. It 
would be 


cheaper for jour Commonwealth to- 
(laj, if these children that have to 
work, If their parents are so wretched- 
ly paid not making more than six 
hundred dollars a year—and he can't 
bring up a family for this—it would 
be cheaper to let the state pay tbe 
difference and put tbe children in 
school. We cannot 
afford to grind 


our children, to debase oar 
boys, 


ruin their souls and deprive tbem ol 
theii playtime. We will ask those 
children some Jay to be citizens. Are 
they going to be free-thinking, virile 
men, or are they going to be dull, 
plodding, boot-licking men',' Are we 
going to Imve a Republic or a Des- 
potism and debase the souls of our 
people? Are we going to get any 
thing out of this? We won't get very 


. 
they 


have been 
working their children 


eighteen hours a day io some mills, 
all times and all places. In 1854, they 
fought the Russians and beat them ; 
after lighting fifty campaigns against 
the barbariuqs 
they hud whipped 


them. 
You all know how fifty yeais 


later in the campaign In South Africa 
tbe Boors tied knots in tbe lion's tail; 
how the British were out to pieces; 
how they died from cholera and otber 
army diseases. 
Then trie Australian 


and Canadian men came and beat the 
Boors ten to one 
Do you know that 


you will read from the Committee of 
Physical 
Deterioration? 
¥ou will 


read tbat that army measurement was 
thirty-three inch chest and one bund- 
red and twenty-eight pounds weight 
and five feet four-inches height, and 
thousands of men could not pas; that 
standard. Do you know what tbat 
means? It means a stunted carica- 
ture of an Englishman. Eleven thous- 
and out of fifteen thousand could not 
pass tbat standard. Why even our 
high school boys would be able to 
pass that.

Ever since 1780, In England, 


men and women there, and see 
hungry, beai_tless, hopeless look 
their foe 


the 


They are haggard In ap- 


pearance, pale, weak and anemic and 
wretched; and yet England has lost 
her Industrial supremacy of tbe world. 
The sturdy, robust German workman 
is better than the English workman. 
England has tried this white slavery, 
and they are getting their results. 
They sewed tares and tbey are reaping 
tares. The British are wondering, 
botli at home and in the foreign 
possessions, what would happen if 
they met Germany on tlie battle-Held 
today. They have worked their child- 
ren. The vitality and energy has 
gone into the cotton mills and into 
the iron mills, 
England had great 


trade balances and her name stood 
high over the seas, but it was because 
they were working their men and 
women to death. Disease carried tbem 
off, they broke down early; and if 
you take a trip to those cities, Leeds, 
Birmingham and Manchester, and 
watch those men and women, you 
will s«e what we will have if we.keep 
on turning our men and women and 
little children into dividends and"pro- 
fits. We will see what we will have 
instead of strong, sturdy, virile man- 
hood. Our country is not rich enough 
to convert its children into commer- 
cial supermacy. If we do, the next 
age will go down In the competition 
with Germany and Japan. 


Now you see the point. You know 


what child labor means. You knew 
tbat all employers are not greedy 
and grasping; that all parents aren't 
driving theii children into tbe mills; 
that we have envolved a system of 
government that makes it possible 
that these children can go to the mills 
and get work. It happens in the hard 
coal regions, it happens everywhere. 
The. ribbons yon wear, the clothes 
you wear, tbe collars you bave on, 
the products in every direction have 
the stain of children's dniera on 
them, In every industry which puts 
profits first and humanity second. 


If man were made for industry then 


industry should-, be the master and 
man tbe slave; man should die, and 
children should work, und wmnen 
should toil, and then they would re- 
place them. But, if industry were 
made for man, 
then our mills, our 


mines, and oar workshops must be so 
worked out that they shall increase 
life; so conducted, tbat more and 
more and more bappiness will be bad 
Ib the communitfy—if industry were 
made for man. 


I suppose that no one believes that 


we aie-born to he slaves and abject be- 
fore our industrial capitalistic system. 
We ought to have tbe goods and work 
B short work day, and we ought lo 
gend'out children to school. The peo- 
ple that do the work should get tlie 
returns, and those that don't work 
should be kept at the publio expense 
ID the public almshoum. 


Let m bring this matter home.. 


There 1« only one state in the United 


Sates which employs as many ehil 
dren as Pennsylvania. 
Pennsylvania 


is not the largest manufactuirng state 
in the United States, and yet in her 
factories there 
are 
nearly 
twice 


as many children employed us in any 
otlici state in the Union.- There are 
thirty-four thousand children. In the 
factories in 
New York they have 


more manufacturing, but there are 
only twenty thousand children em- 
ployed. In Pennsylvania we have 
thirty-four thousand, and mind you. 
New York is ahead of us. Illinois, 
which is neck and neck with us has 
eight thousand. In Ohio they have 
nine thousand. In New York, Illinois 
and Ohio, they have only as many 
children employed as there are in 
Pennsylvania alone. There 
ara six 


thousand between fourteen and six- 
teen years of age at work in our 
mines. There is no state in the Union 
where child labor is as rampant as it 
will be tomorrow morning in Penn- 
sylvania. 


We have a bill introduced in Har- 


rishurg to restrict the child labor. 
These are the preposterous require- 
ments of that bill. We are asking 
that work of children be limited to 
eight hours, exclusive of the noon 
hour. We want tbe child to work 
eight hours. Eight hours is enough 
foi an adult. Every trade union recog- 
nizes It. Every working man that 
asks a square deal wants it. 
Don't 


you think we ought to be ashamed to 
go up to Harrisburg with that? We 
are asking that night work for chil- 
dren be abolished. Do you know 
what the present -child labor law of 
Pennsylvania says? It says that chil- 
dren shall not work at night after 
nine o'clock, except where the matei- 
ials in process of manufacture might 
be Injured thereby, when 
boys of 


fourteen may be. employed at night. 
The children need tbe sleep; they 
need the rest; they don't get it pro- 
perly In the day time. What crimes 
are'v>e committing in the name of 
this. We put the boys of Pennsyl- 
\anin on one side and the materials 
in the process on the otber side. If 
we. can save the boys, well and good. 
If the materials might be damaged, 
then damn the toys for ber aggran- 
dizement, to build up her marvelous 
industries. We say tbat la the twen- 
tieth century. We have fought that 
in tbe Legislature for five sessions 
and the manufacturers of the glass 
industries say, "We must have these 
boys. If you cut that provision out 
of the laws we will move out of the 
state." And we are not men enough 
to say, "Then go." They He when 
(hey say that. In Ohio and in New 
Jersey they have a sixteen year old 
night lirui't and the glass manufact- 
urers are moving in Ohio. It is the 
natural gas as a fuel that the manu- 
facturer depends on for the industry. 
Year after year they 
have bullied 


your representatives and my repre- 
sentatives,'and they haven't taken 
out that provision in a Christian 
community. You have had that kind 
of legislation for almost ten years 
and yet tlie stain is not wiped away. 
We want to say that no boys shall 
work under sixteen years of age. As 
a matter of fact, nothing will hap- 
pen to the materials in the process of 
manufacture, because manufacturers 
that ha\e put in machinery say that 
it pays bettei to use machinery than 
it does to employ boys. They could 
use machinery better than boys—your 
boys and my boys who aie going in- 
to the glass works. 


There is another industry and that 


is the messenger service. Of all the 
diieet, rapid transit, immediate com- 
municating lines to bell the mes- 
senger service holds 
the premium. 


Tbe report of the investigating com- 
mittee In New York on tbis subject 
had to be sent by express, it was not

directions; ttiey were sent to houses 
of prostitution.

fact, any messenger boy could direct 
you to all of these houses of prostitu- 
tion.

ies, we would not be urging you to 
stop child labor. But, last year tbe 
factories of Pennsylvania turned out 
products worth $2,000,000,0111) and the 
mines of Pennsylvania turned $1,175,- 
000,000, almost $4,000,000,000 worth of 
wealth in one year <rom Pennsyl- 
vania. Citizens, do yon tbink that a 
Commonwealth that turns out from its 
mines and factories—and this does 
not include agriculture—tbe amount 
of $4,000,000,000 worth of wealth can 
afford to work little children. If we 
were poor we couldn't help it, , but 
we are not. Humanitarian grounds 
talk about the Ideal, about playing 
in the sunshine. Dollars ana cents 
orutally commercialize Pennsylvania. 
Do you think it will pay?. With H- 
000,000,000 a year we cannot afford 
to let little boys and girls work at 
the age of fourteen 01 perhaps fifteen. 
You manufacturers who are standing 
in Harrisburg and blocking tbis legis- 
lation, your wife oould dismiss one of 
her servants, you could do without a 
new suit or without some other lux- 


fit to go through the mails.

ty, and we must have worthy succes- 
sors. We want skilled, proud men and 
women. We cannot afford to turn sut 
hirelings to duplicate tbe experience 
of England. We cannot afford to em- 
ploy these children. I wonder if you 
have any power at Harrisburg, if you 
bave any say with the members of tbe 
Legislature, if you bave any right at 
the next election to vote . against 
the men who are exploiting child labor 
and woman labor In Harrisburg. If 
you have now is the time to use your 
vote. When tbe 
women have tbe 


vote, we are going to look td tbe wo- 
men as we look to tbe women of Col- 
orado, as tbey are looking to the wo- 
men of every other state, to protect 
tbe children. Sooner or later, In spite 
of you, the pullbacks who are blacking 
tbeir progress in human values in 
Pennsylvania, we are going to 
better conditions.

The Health, Sanitation and Poor 


committee presented tbe following 
yearly report of the results of the 
milk, dairy and meat bygenio work 
for the year ending February 28,1913. 


The milk supply of approximately 


2,100 quails dally comes from forty 
farms aggregating 376 head of cattle, 
of whiob one herd, tbat upon tbe 
Belle Meade Farm has been subjected 
to tbe tuberculosis test within the 
last yeai. Nine animals 
showing 
symptoms of tuberculosis have b«"en 
detected upon physical examination 
and removed from their respective 
herds. 


During the year 1757 post mortem 


examinations were made aud consis- 
ted of 1103 calf carcasses passed for 
food, 10 beef carcasses condemned, 
129 beef carcasses, or parts passed, 
9 beef carcasses condemned, 482 swine 
carcasses or parts passed, 2 con- 
demned, 22 sheep passed, IS parts of 
beef condemned, one part of swine 
condemned. All condemnations of 
beef and swine were made on account 
of tbe presence of tuberculosis.
